>«Beforo spouking, Riol turned his oyos 
>upiirard and prayed ■ fervently for a few 
momenta. He then said: "Your honors, 

gentlemen of the jury, it would ho easy 
for me to-dny to play insanity, because of 
natural excitement caused by tlie triiil. 
Excitement would caiiao a nature like 
mine to be fai' from calm, but I hope by 
the help of God to retain niy culmncss. 
ThV "jtirors will ■ iiee by the papers that I 
am inclined to be religiouy, but I trust 
ray religious actions will not bo thought 
insane." Turning his eyes huavoiiward 
and crossing his hands frequontly, he 
said: "Oh, my God, help niu through 
the grace and divine inlliienco of Jesus 
Christ. Oh, ray Gud, bless mo; bless the 
honorable court; bless this honorable 
jury. Bless ray good lawyers, wlio have 
come seven hundred leagues to save my 
life. Bless the lawyers of the. cuiirt, bu- 
cause Ihey have dune, I am sure, wlial 
they thought their duty, and they have 
shown a fairnoas which I did iicit e.Npoct, 
Oh, iny God, bless all those who are 
'arbund ' niai^through tho grace of Jeaug 
Christ our Savior. Chiingo the curiosity 
of these people who are around mo into 
calm interest. Amen." Riol then said 
his mother, who gave him birtli forty 
years ago, had taken care of him and had 
nursed himi -Ho- had another mother, the 
Northwest, whom he loved and whom ho 
was sure would not kill liiin more than hia 
parthly mother did. He ne.xt proceeded 
to talk about the yrievances, and showed 
jiow ho came back to this country for the 
i>ppefit of the half-breeds alone. Ho was 
gpeakiug in English, and would try and 
4o the beat he understood.

A LO.VEI.Y ISLAND. 

Tm^o §li<>|>lier<ls Found Dcail on 
One or tiic Ilcbrifles. 

(Glasgow llall.) 

Thai two shepherds sliouid ])f'i-ish on 
a lonely island in the llebridi^s, not. 
fifty miles from tlin iiiaiiilanfl, aloni", 
unattended and without liopo of re.sciio 
is melancholy enough, but more .''o from 
tlie fact tliac such ii thing .jhoulil be 
possible. Their deal lis were not discov- 
ered until moiilhs after the occumniee, 
and how long the last of two unfortun- 
ate men survived liis coinnide has not 
yet been eaiiinntPtl. Ii\ moat ainiilar 
ciise.s the victini.s^liavo Ihmmi uaslawaYS 
from some shipwreck, titi-andi'd upon 
Kotiie remote island, glad to rcacli it; as 
the only alleniativij liL'l.wcen that and 
drowning, but doomed oventually, in 
default of rescue, to prri.sh ineli by iiicli 
from a much tnorfi U-rrildo <l(Mitli. 
IMaiiy lives luivo l)(!(;n lost so on Llu' 
icy waves of the Arctic seas, and evfii 
wiiliiii the tropics. But in all such 
cases the unfortunate vicbim.s had no 
choice in tbe selection of what was 
fated to be their gravo.'It has also haji- 
pcned more tlian cnco that individuals 
instigated by .some inscruiahh; piissiop 
for solitude, hare vol iiutitrily beta ken 
tlienisfilves torLHiioio points oi: the glohe 
from which, tliougl! some [KirishoJ 
without niakiii<,' aii}- si^ii, otiuirs have 
emerged and returnetl Lo the socielj of 
their fellow-tnen. Tbe aielancholy fate 
of the shepherds on Bona differs from 
all such casns. 

Last summer, owing, aceoriling to 
ono account, to soiuio slight disagr<u;- 
inent with the ininistor in whose church 
they wore elders, these two men volun- 
tarily sought employment on the island 
knowing, indeed, that they would be 
its sole occupants, but .ipparently with 
no iutentionjOf e.xiliiif^ tlieiiisclvcs Ihitli- 
er for the rest of their lives, and suita- 
bly supplying tlmniselveH with provi- 
sions. Ho much did tlicy relish their 
lifu on tho island that ^vhl■n, last nu- 
tuinu, a tishiiig vessel ollerotl to take 
bliembaok to their native home they de- 
clined, {ir'eforruig to pass the winter at 
Rona, but prohablj' expecting visits 
occasionally from iisliiug boats. hi\te 
in the winter some boat did endeavor 
to reacU tlte:i8lafi,(], io order "to see how 



the nicn were getting on, but was driv- 
en back by tho stormy weather. Ap- 
parently, however, it woiilil in any ease 
have arrived too late to allbrd any help. 
During the winter it is said that, by 
one of those mysterious coincidences 
that have undoubtedly occurred over 
and over again, a woniaii in Lewis 
dreanieil that one of tlio unl'ortnnnte 
men was dead, and that the survivor 
was calling for help and rescue. Pi oba- 
lily the possibility ofsuch anoecurrence 
had been discussed in her hearing, as 
was quite uiitural — a circumstance 
quite sullicienl. to account for the 
ilrenin. Such rovelatioii.Sf as they would 
ill old times have been termed, an; re- 
corded on most reliable evidence at 
various periods of the world's history. 
But the unfortunnto feature ot the pre- 
seat case is that till? two incn should 
have been left iluiing a m IujIi' winter 
iinvisitcd, though known to be exposed 
to lie? clui.|,>ter of pos.silile aceiilenls 
which iiiighL be fatal to either or both 
of them. In these days of steam an oc- 
easional visit need have been no mat- 
ter of tlillioulty; and when it is too late 
it is (^-'.ay to recognize that .something 
of the kind ought to have been done, 
cv(^n though the men had elecleil from 
tlieir own free choice to winter on the 
island. in the case of remote light- 
hou.se.s such visit-siire periodieallv made 
10 relieve the keepers and also, general- 
ly, to see wliolher all is well. 

E^ery one is familiar with the sad 
story of the Eddystoue Liglitliousi?, 
wliere at the time when only two men 
keiifc watch together, one of them died, 
the survivor keeping the corpse in the 
tower until the next visit of tbe boat, 
lest if ho cast it into the sea he might 
be .susjiocted of a guilty share in his 
doatli. Tlie tragic history of tho lonely 
watch iiiailo it imperative that for tbe 
future less than three men sboulil not 
keep watch over the lights in such lo- 
calities. We do not know and perhajis 
never may, the sad ending of these 
t>vo men at Rona, except that it was 
probably from some illness, though the 
survivor of the two, uimbhi apparently' 
lo face the night in comjiany with the 
dead body of his companion, made his 
bed on tho ground outside, where ha 
pi rislied from exposure. We can only 
hope that the sad history will render 
its repetition impossible in tlie future.

OUB "RESPECTABLE OONTBM- 
FORARY." 

Yeatorday wo showed to the satisfaction 
of the public that tha practice which tho 
□'imes has deprecated when applied to the 
"Victoria city schooU by the preaont board 
■waa inaugurated by the very men and 
party for whom it delights to do dirty 
wi^rk. It was first shown that the hue 
Buperintondent of education was only ap- 
£)uiuted temporarily ind until a competent 
jiersoQ oould be obtained from tho east; 
'that several Victoria teachers in the past 
wre "strangers" at the time they re- 
ceived their appointments; that mainland 
au well as island districts have quite re- 
cently sent abroad for their teachers. Our 
^minformod little friend of the Times 
<IoeB not attempt to refute those facts. 
Jle simply ignuroa them. They told bo 
3ieavily against liini tliat he dare not 
iouoh them. So he quietly passed them 
orer and resorted to his customary game 
of bounce and professions of love for his 
■"Buflfering cnuntry" in tho vain hope of 
escaping from tliu diaagrcoablo situation 
in which ho has placed himself. Now, we 
da not propose to let this insignificant 
3ittle coxcomb oU' so easily. He has pre- 
iorred most serious charges against tho 
tiuatees, has assailed their motives and 
vlllifled their acts. Not one of the many 
accusations or statemoiits he has made on 
the pubjuot of the appointment of tho 
Jndy principal nf the fjirls' school is true. 
All were tlie oUapring of his own evil ini- 
acrination, cuiicucted in his own idle 
brain, which is a veritable "devil's work- 
shop," fur the purpose of "getting a shy 
^his own words!) at the trustees." It has 
come to this, then, that the names of re- 
spec ablo hulioa are to bo paraded day 
after day before tlie public eyo with no 
other object in view than to get a "shy at 
tho trustees " Here, then, is the editor 
who professes tu have fur his aim in life 
a desire tu bupply Victorians with are- 
iipeciable nertspaper. Do respectable 
iiowspai)urs print lie.'i, knowiiii; them to be 
such/ Do they make insullinp; remarks 
to ladles and libul strangers for lui other 
reason than that thoy aro ladies and 
strangers] If our friend has aimed to bo 
reapectable, we fancy the public will 
Agree with us when we say that he has 
shown himself to be a very poor shot and 
tluit Ilia aim has been very wide of tho 
mark indeed. "To Mi.^s Annatruiig per- 
joually," he says, "we offer not the slight- 
est opposition." Oh I indeed. Then 
•'why those tears?" If there is no per- 
jional objection to the appointee, and as 
our young friend lias been assured that 
no political influenca was used to secure 
her appointment, wliy does ho nut apolo- 
gize for his rudeness iiiid falsehoods and 
ex.tend a helping hand tu tho trustees in 
their effort to lift the public schools of the 
province to an even plane with those of 
Ontario, which has tho beat educational 
eyatem in the world, and which it is in- 
tonded to copy as closely as the changed 
circumstances of this province will admit. 
We can say in all sincerity that no mem- 
ber of the government used the slightest 
infiuonco to seoura the appointment of the 
youug lady. We believe it is a fact that 
the ministers were unaware of her exist- 
ence until after the appointment had been 
announced, and on the part of tho editor 
of The Colonist and every other trustee 
Tvho voted for Miss Armstrong, we can 
add that none knew that she was a niece 
of the aheritf of New Westminster until 
tliey read tho fact in a Victoria paper.

JS PEACE ASSURED I 

Though tho. English ia saying leas than 
usual on the subject of the Afghan ques- 
tion and tho opposition is neceasurily 
fjuiet, there ia a atrong feeling that dan- 
ger of a rupturo is by no means past, and 
the tone of the Russian papers is aufB- 
ciently emphatic to indicate that a fixed 
policy has been fixed upon and will pro- 
bably be adhered to.

Marquia of Salisbury, on the '22nd inat., 
requested M, de Giers, tho Russian for- 
eign minister, to withdraw the claims of 
Russia to the disputed territory east of 
the ZulGkar Paas, and that M. de Giers 
refused in tho moat emphatic manner. 
The Moscow Gazette announces that Rus- 
sia has aot bounds to her ambition in 
Central Asia, and will not go beyond tho 
spot she has now reached. That sounds 
well on paper; but the difficnlly. is to know, 
the spot indicated. Is it Zulfikar or Akro- 



bat, Penjdeh, or even Herat? There are 
only a few versta of fallow land in Turke- 
stan in dispute, but valueless »a they aro 
in one way they may be just important 
enough in another to cause a great Euro- 
pean war. Even tho pacific Pall Mall 
Gazoi;to has a sub-tone of war ia ita ut- 
terances. "All this talk," it says, "about 
v.-ar between Enj^land and Russia for 
'Granville's Folly' is pure twaddle, which 
ought not to impose on a single ra- 
tional being. The Amoer is to have 
Zulfikar — thiit is agreed to on all 
hanuB." Bui should tlio Cazotto bo 
wrong, and Russia refuse to grant Zulfi- 
kar to tho Ameer ? England is bound in 
honor to fight for her ally, and tho con- 
servative government will not allow Rus- 
sia or any other foreign nation to trail 
England's honor in the mire. While tho 
prospect is much brighter than when tho 
Gladstoi'.e ministry was in oilice, there nro 
ominous clouds lying along tho horizon, 
which may at any moment rise dark and 
thunder-oharges across tha sky. 



Ou Teachers* Certificates. 

So much has been saici and written of 
late respecting tho value of tho certifi- 
cates issued to teachers that, as a candi- 
date at tho recent examination, and 
necessarily having given the matter some 
consideration, I may bo excused for airing 
my viowa on tho queation. Many of the 
writers excusably take tho ground that 
the holder of ■» firat-claas certificate ia 
necessarily better qualified as a toaclier 
for our common schools than ono holding 
a lowergrade. I propose to show that 
this is not the case. The certificate I 
take to be only an evidence of scholar- 
ship, and iiuthing inure. On all otlser 
points (except moral charactor) it is silent. 
Tho lioldor may, and frequently is, in 
every respect disqualified us a teacher — 
natural infirmity, want of discipline, in- 
aptitude t-1 teach, and many other rea- 
sons, may render the holder utterly unfit 
to assume the reaponsible position of a 
toaclier. Tho certitioatu simply aays, horo 
is a person ablo to answer so many per 
cent, of certain subjects. For the rest, 
ordinary common sonao and careful ob- 
servation and sound judgment aro re- 
quired to determine the best teacher, and 
this, I opine, is the most difficult, and 
certainly the most responsible duties of 
trustee boards throughout the province. 
From a very careful study of the orders 
in council and the act governing teachers' 
examinations I arrive at this conclusion, 
and, however anomalous or singular it 
may appear, there can bo no doubt that 
tho holder of a aeooiid-claaa A certiticiito 
is piima facie better qualified for a coiii- 
mun schuol than those of tho higher 
grade, and why ? By reference to the 
authorities above quoted it will appear 
that all the subjects taught in our com- 
mon schools aro embraced in tho examina- 
tion papers given to poraona qualifying as 
second class, and on which tliuy /(iii.?< o!)- 
tain marks aygregaling 70 per cent. 

To first-class teachers the samo papori 
are given, on which it is only necessary to 
obtain 50 per cint of tho aggregate marks; 
but these persons are further examined in 
other subjects not taught in the public 
school, in which, if thoy succeed in run- 
ning up a full total of 60 per cent, they 
become fuU-tledgod first B'a. 

Now, sir, I aaaort, without fear of sue- 
cosaful contradiction, that the certificato 
of higlieat value to trustee boards as a 
means (ao far as it goes) to determine tho 
fitness of the holder for any poaition in 
the public schools is a sccond-chiBa A. 

This, I have reason to boltove, is tho 
deliberate opinion of the late aa well as 
tho present suporintendent of education, 
and is concurred in by every intelligent 
teacher in the profession. 

It is beyond tho scopo of this prosbiit 
letter to euquiro why this is so; but tho 
fact, nevertheless, remains the same, and, 
if apace permitted, it would bo easy to 
corroborate the view I have taken by 
some first-class B's around us, not tho 
least of which would bo the gross ignor- 
ance of the common subjects observed in 
them. 

I have in my mind's eye a firat-claas A 
teacher, who cannot spell ''grammar" and 
whose conversation is enough to sot tho 
teeth of the ghost of Lindley Murray on 
edge. SiujiA. 

The Cumyow IVtitioii. 

To TUE Editor:— "Fair Play No. 2 " 
ceems very desirous of turning this dis- 
cussion from the only point that has any 
interest with tho public, that is an impar- 
tial trial of the restriction act passed at 
tho last session of tho house of com- 
mons. Mr. Cumyow having a great pe- 
cuniary interest at stake (aa the trade in 
coolies in one of the most profitable por 
tions of the business of tho Chinese com- 
panies here) is clearly an improper per- 
son to fill the uifico of interpreter; and 
further, if he wished to dischargu tlio 
duties of the ofiBce faithfully, would he 
dare do so if it was against the intorcat of 
the Chinese companies? The records of 
the courts on this coast prove that tiiey 
do not hesitate to remove any witness 
(that is a Chinaman) when by so doing it 
will servo their purpose. And again, if 
the act is to have a fair trial it is not rea- 
sonable to ask that its enforcement shall 
be in tho hands of those who, if not 
friends, aro not its avowed enemies; for 
if "Fair Play No. 2" will take tho trouble 
to read the list of figures to Mr, Cuni- 
yow's petition he will find it signed by tho 
strong pro-Chinese men of this city, many 
of whom have financial interests at stake, 
and have been bitterly opposed to any 
anti-Ohinese legislation, which fact alone 
would make tho public gonorally suspici- 
ous, Ono of tho aignera of tho potition 
did not hesitate (unless tho iVlonireal 
Witness deliberately published a false- 
hood) to write or give a verbal statement 
to an eastern paper about the first anti- 
Ohinese meeting held under the Blauoh- 
ard street electric light, to term which a 
lie would bo a vory mild oxproasioii, Ho 
virtually accuaed every iiowapaper pub- 
lished in this city ot printing falao ac- 
ounts of tho aforesaid meeting. This 
statement was so notoriously untruo that 
neither of tho papers cared to notice it. 
A very proper person, cortiiinly, to peti- 
tion tho governor- general about tho ap- 
pointment of a putilic ullicor. 

"Fair Play" and "Fair Play No. ^" 
have mistaken their name. Thoy_ should 
have signed "Scurrility. "{The insinuation 
they make against those who, from high 
and noble motives (in this case inistnkoii 
ones) aaorifico their personal intoreata to 
discharge what thoy fool to bo a duty, 
would apply with equal force to ovory mis- 
sionary who left the comforts and aafety 
of civilized life hnd spent all his days and 
too often hisiifelnftu endeavor to elovato 
savago tribes. It will apply, also, to 
some of tho noblest names in JCngliah his- 
tory — men and women who have gone 
into dens of infamy and vice to try and 
reclaim the fallen. The gonllemeii who 
signed Mr. Oumyow's petition must fool 
very proud of the champions who have 
come forward to defend their cause.

TEIV THOUSAND PEOPL,!: 
DROWNED. 

Fearful Destructiou of lilfe and 
Property in Canton. 



San FiiANCi.soo, Aug. 8. — The steamer 
City of Rio Janairo with Hongkong dates 
of July nth, arrived this morning. The 
China Overland Mail of J uly 2ud says a 
calamitous flood which began to work de- 
struction on Juno 19th devastatod a part 
of the provinces of Canton, causing tho 
death of 10,000 people and engulfing 
whole villages, nearly ruining tlie rice and 
silk crops, destroying an immense amount 
of property and reducing a vast number 
of people to poverty and starvation. Tho 
flood was caused by the bursting of tlio 
embankment at Tarn Kong, fourteen miles 
from Canton city, which was rapidly fol- 
lowed by breaks at other places within 80 
miles of Canton, putting a largo area of 
country under water, including Canton.

Nkw Yohk, Aug. 8. — Reports from all 
eastern citiea indicate that the day liiia 
been generally observed overywhuro 
Largo and t imposing processions and 
services in the churches was tho order of 
the day in many places, and all despatches 
speak of extensive and appropriate decora- 
tiuns in honor of the obsequies of Gen. 
Grant. 

CALIFORNIA. 

Sacramento, Aug. 8. — A shooting 
afl'iir took place in Kohcn's saloon, on J 
street, about four o'clock this morning, 
botwoon Barney Palm and Joe Mclsaaca, 
over a woman. Both shot at tho samo 
time, tho bullcta striking just above the 
heart of nach. Seven shots were ex- 
changed. Both men are dead. 

San Francisco, Aug. 8. — Business here 
is almost entirely suspended, in honor of 
Gen. Grant, and a memorial parade and 
services held. All public uthcesare closed. 
Draping tho city is completed, aud hardly 
a building, public ur private, but what 
display emblems of mourning, most of 
which are exceedingly handsome. 'The 
streets are thronged with people awaiting 
tho starting of the prucesaion, in which 
about 8,000 will march. At sunrise 
twelve guns were fired from each of the 
five military stations located in Snn 
Francisco bay. During the day guns 
wore fired every half-hour until sunset, 
whon the grand national salute of 38 
guns was fired.

Many French 
officials and representatives of foreign 
powers attended the ceremony. All mem- 
bers of tho Amoiican legation were pre- 
sent a.'i wore tlioae of the coiiaulato. Many 
nioaibors of the American colony were in 
attendance during the service. A mes-

ENGLAND. 

Bri.stoi,, August 8. — A seaman who ar- 
rived hero overland from Marp.oilloa be- 
came ill nnd was seized with vomiting and 
died. A medical officer of the board of 
health declared that tho man was sufTor- 
ing from cholera. An inquest was hold, 
and the jury rendered a verdict to tho 
eQoct that the symptoms woro very much 
like that of Asiatic cholera. 

IRELAND. 
DuBUN, August 7. — The court of ap- 
peals have unanimously refused to grant a 
new trial in tho action of libel brought 
again Mr. William O'Brian by Crown So- 
licitor Bolton, and in which the formor 
was mulcted in damages. 

FRANCE. 

Maksisili.hs, Auguat 7, — The situation 
hero ia perceptibly improving. The exo- 
dus coiilinuoa. Tho inortiioaa of the ofli- 
ciala ia publicly denounced. A mooting 
of the municipal council was held to-day, 
thirteen members being present. 

There were twenty-seven deaths from 
cholera in this city to-day. 

UNITED STA'TES. 
St. Louis, Mo., August 8.— A brief 
dispatch from Nevada, Missouri, says that 
two dead bodies, with their throats cut 
from ear to oar, wore found on tho road 
six miles from there to-day. A man and 
woman, who wore seen unloading tho bod- 
ies from a wagon last night, are suspected 
of having ooraraittod the deed, and a 
posse of citizens is now in pursuit of 
them. 

PERU. 

Panama, August 7.— News from Lima 
is to tho elloot that all afforts at reoonoili- 
alion between Iglesias and Cacoros are at 
an end. Intolligenoe'from the theatre of 
war ia nut such as to inspire the hope of 
an early conclusion of tho struggles. The 
rebels ahaiidonod tlicir camp on the island 
opposite Colaniiir, whence they had made 
several attacks ou tho governmout forces, 
and moved up the river. 

' The Spanish Plague. 

Mauuiu, Aug. G.— The panic caused by 
tho rapid spread of cholera in the coun- 
try ia increasing. Entire villages have 
been deserted by their inhabitants, who 
have fled for safety from tho dreaded dis- 
ease. In mony cases the doctors and 
municipal authorities have been attacked 
by the scourge, and the sick have been 
abandoned and tho dead loft unburiod. 
Reports from several places stoto that it 
is impossible to obtain provisions or medi- 
cines. The misery throughout the coun- 
try is great.

FOUND D£A1>. 

The Body of :i, CliiiiaiiiHU Dis- 
covered Nenr Cudboro Bay. 

Yesterday afternoou as a wood cutter 
was working in the bush near Cudboro 
Bay ho was startled by the discovery of 
the body of a Chinaman lyinn; nosr soino 
bushes. Tho body wns clad in a shirt 
and overalls utid wiia in an adviiiicud atatro 
of decomposition, tiio docuaaed ovidL-ntly 
. haviug been dead suvoral weoks. Tlioro 
.were indications of a atrngtjlo wliore the 
-.body was found,' and the grass was tr;)d- 
den down, while deej) iinprinta of foot 
marks were discerriiblo. From tho ox- 
presaion of the featurua the Chinaman 
must have died in extroino a<;ony either 
from a painful wound or aevero illnuas. 
The police ware inunodiately notified !)nd 
proceeded to the spot. The body was 
convoyed to this city and an inquest will 
be held to-morrow. 



Oeneral Grant's Funeral. 

The obsequies at General Grant's fun- 

eral in New York yesterday wore of an 

imposing character. The procoanlon was 
two and a half milea long, and paaaed 
through streets whoae buildint,'8 were 
draped in dense crape, wiiile fluga flut- 
tered at half maat bordered with crape. 
The remains of the general were dressed 
with a suit of black broadcloth, placed in 
a metallto casket with handles of solid 
silver. Every protection haa boen taken 
to prevent any attempt to roniovo the 
gonornra remains by ghouls. President 
Cleveland and a number of the cabinet 
members occupied places in the proces- 
sion. The line of route was densely 

packed, the pavements impassable and 

every vantage ground occupied. The 
crowd waa tho greatest over aeon in New- 
York city, and many casualties are re- 
ported from the crush. In Paris, Berlin, 
, and London, the American residents and 
■■I- officials observed the day as one of raourn- 
■ ~' ing. In this oity the American residents 
\ closed their places of business daring the 
hours of the funeral out of lespeot for the 
memory of tho gallant dead, while flags 
at half mast floated from many public and 
private buildings.

Intei'estlnff Contest Between 
< Seir-BIudlns'Hitrvcsters.' v!. 

Yesterday morning at Mr. H. King's 
farm, at Cedar Hill, a moat interesting 
contest took place betwoon the "Os- 
borne," the "Woods," the "Brantford" 
and the "Deuring" Twine-binders. At 
11 o'clock a.m. there were about 150 
farmers assembled to see the trial. 

Seven 'judges were selected from 
amongst those present, and they decided 
that each machine should cut two swathes 
around the entire tiekl of oiglit acres. 

Tho machines were brought forward 
and commenced their work in the follow- 
ing order, viz.: Ist. Tho "Wooda" bin- 
der, represented by Messrs. Marvin & 
Tilton; 2d. The "Brantford," by Burns 
& Co.; 3d. The "Osborne," by E. G. 
Prior, and 4th. The "Deering," by E. G. 
Prior. 

The "Woods" binder opened the con- 
teat, and did good work until the second 
round, when from some cause or another 
several bundles were delivered untied. 

Next followed the "Little Brantford" 

binder, which also did good work, but at 
tho commenooinont of the second round 
it broke down and was unable to proceed 
any further. 

The "Osborne" light steel frame bin- 
dor next came into position, and went tho 
allotted two rouuds without a stoppage of 
any kind or miaaing tying a singlo bundlt;, 
cutting, elevating, binding and dolivoring 
tho grain in the moat perfect manner. 

The next and laat maciuno to appear 
was tho "Deering." This binder also 
went the two rounds without a single 
hitch of any kind, but did its work in tho 
moat satiafactnt'y manner. 

Tho judges then minutely examined tho 
dill'erent maohinos in regard to their 
meiihanical con.strnotion, 3iinplicit3', dura- 
bility, ease of managoiuent and truu^ipor- 
tation. 

When this examination waa concluded 
and a conaultatinn had taken place thu 
judges rendered the following verdict: 
That tho "Osborne" waa tho beat ma- 
chine; the "Woods" the soeond boat; tho 
"Deering" the third; and that tho 
"Brantford" waa entitled to honorable 
mention.

TIIK VILL.VOE 01' CLINTON 

Is about 300 milea from Victoria, if the 
ollicial contra of tho Lillooot district, and 
ia aitui'tod in what waa formerly called 
Cut-otf valley, through which several 
mountain streams flow, joining at the 
lower portion of tho valley and irrigating 
several ranches. Tho business and roai- 
donco portions aro built on tho north- 
westoi'ly slope, and comprise two leading 
atorea, Iileaars. Nelson & Bell and Mr. W. 
F. Foster's, tho latter having a largo 
warohouso at the western end of tho 
street. Messrs. McLollan & Mclntyre 
carry on the various trades of black- 
smiths, wheelwrights and tinners, and do 
an extensive business. Tho oldest hotel 
in tho place is that kept by Marshall & 
Smith, adjoining which are the post and 
telegraph ofticea. Tho Qrat building 
erected in Clinton ia in tho rear of this 
hotel, and is now used as a storehouse; 
formerly a place of refreshment. Tho 
B. 0. express and stage oflices are on the 
opposite aide of tho street, as ia also tho 
Dominion Hotel, kept by Mr. W. J\l. 
Brown until about a week ago, when it 
was tranaferrod to a ne^v proprietor. The 
usual Chinese storea aio here, as overy- 
wliere olae in tho upper country. Tho 

ClOVUllN.ME.ST OI'FICK ANU OOUIITUOU.SK 

is a substantial building, well adapted and 
furnished for the pur[)oae. The court- 
room serves as a hall of juatice, aome- 
times for an Episcopal church, fortnightly 
for the Methodist congregation. Public 
meetings aro hold in it, political candi- 
dates here air thoir policy and ■ proiniaea. 
It servos as tho ball and concert room for 
tho village reaidonta, and, is made gen- 
erally useful. Tho reaidenco of the gov - 
ernment agent, Mr. J, Soues, is attached, 
ana sovsro! acres of land are cultivated to 
a high degree of exsellenco. Clinton is 
aomo 3,000 feet above the aea level, but 
wherever water ia introduced to tho aoil 
vegetables, grain, hay, roots and small 
fruits are made to grow with enormous 
yield and fine quality. In Mr. Souea' 
gordon, which givoa pleaauro to viait from 
tho neat and careful way in which it is 
kept, there aro currants, red, white and 
black, of very large size and in audi quan- 
tities as surely never boforo were pro- 
duced. Tho bushes are well pruned, and 
in urder to keep them from breaking from 
tho great weight of fruit, it haa been 
necessary to prop and tie thoin up. On 
a single brancli ttiere could not have been 
leas than half a dozen pounds of the 
ripest and 

.Mo.sr DKi.icioua ok j'ruit. 
What ja said of tho fruit is also true of 
everything olso in tho garden — the yield 
and quality are something that can only bo 
aoan and tested to be convinced. Saveral 
other gardens in the village are of tho 
same excellent nature, particularly that 
of Mr. J. 0. N. Smith. Apples, cherries 
and pears have not as yet been thoroughly 
tested, but berries, currants and all other 
small fruits can bo produced m enormoua 
quantities in all portions of this section, 
and, undoubtedly, in tho future will bo 
utilized for canning purposes. The gov- 
ernment schoolhouae is . under tho ex- 
cellent care of Mr. J. F. Smith, with a 
fair attendance of pupils. In this is also 
situated the village library, subscribed to 
by all reaidonta, and in which ia a large 
collection of tho works of tho beat au- 
thora. Tho leading Engliah, Atnerican 
and Canadian papera are regularly re- 
ceived, many of the illustrated magazinca, 
and these latter aro perusad in turn by 
the subscribers, and then find their way 
again to tho library. It is very gratifying 
to see thia literary taste among the inliab- 
itants of the interior village who, we are 
iuformed, make constant use of their ex- 
cellent library. 

T£IK PRINCIPAI. IIKSIUENCKS 

are situated in the rear of tho business 
places and aro surrounded with all appear- 
ances of refinement and comfort. The 
gardens nro 6!led with many variotiea of 
fiowors and tho interior of the houses 
handsomely furniahod. A large brook of 
pure, cold mountain water flows from the 
hills at tho roar of the town, and ia vari- 
ously distributed through the grouiula 
and gardens and is easily available for 
domestic use. In this respect Clinton is 
ahead of Victoria, for there is a never- 
failing supply of the boat water, without 
charge and with no grumbling from citi- 
zens. It ia an agreeable surprise to the 
stranger to find in thia inland point tho 
number of pleaauroa that aro to bo had. 
The reaidonta of Clinton do not exert 
themselves too much, though all are in a 
certain degree busy and prosperous; but 
they have always time for a day's hunt- 
ing, fiahing or picnicking in tho numerous 
charming retreats or intereating places 
eurrounding it. 

Mail matter ia ffjrwarded twico a week 
from Van Uorne by tho atago line, and 
on Monday the stages from the north and 
south, frr m Lillooot and Dog Creek, ar- 
rive hero, whore horses aro changed, mail 
matter re-assorted for tho ditforent points, 
and generally a busy day for everyone 
furnished. 

On Monday morning a party of nix 

started for a drive to I 

fAVILION mountain 

over tho old Harrison river route road. A 
pair of good horses, attached to a thor- 
ough-brace atago wag(jn, driven by an ex- 
cellent driver, was the means taken, and 
a more enjoyable drive could not bo in- 
dulged in. Instead of stool springs, tho 
box ia placed on two long series of stripa 
of leather, and as we dash along the road, 
up and down hill, tho action of the vehicle 
is very comfortable. On tho route wo 
pass Foster's ranch. Harper's hay ranch, 
the Spanish ranch, an Indian reservation, 
Kelly's ranch, and othera, all waving with 
/nagoificent crops of barley, wheat and 
oats, the haymakers busy at work getting 
in the now-mown hay. Kelly's lake is 
tho naino of a lovely aheet of water, situ- 
ated hotwoen two high mountains, with 
precipitnua shores, along which the wagon 
road winds. Tho lake is supposed to be 
bottomless, as an 800 or 1000 foot cable 
failed to find a resting pldce. The shores 
are surrounded with bright green foliage, 
the mountains covered with a thick growth 
of pine and fir, the almost porpendicular 
sides being mirrored in tho placid water 
■if the lake. At its end wo commence to 
climb 

THE MOUNTAIN ROAD 

and do so until we reach a lovely stream, 
dashing in silvery foam from the moun- 
tain. There ia space hero to picnic, and 
we dismount, set tho table on the ground, 
and enjoy an excellent lunch, our appe- 
tites keen from tho two hours drive, in 
the afternoon the horsoa are again hitched 
and four of the party start the mountain 
ascent. To the novice this mountain 
in^d looks dangeroua, there being but a 
few feet at any time between the wheels 



and steep banks or cliff. For an hour or 
more the horses wearily toil up tho steop 
grade, the road winding tier above tier 
until we are almost to the top, and can 
see a couple of thousand feet below tho 
waters of Echo lake, past which a trail 
winds to tho Frasor, only four or five 
miles distant. Unfortunately snioko had 
gathered from some far distant forest tiro 
and the grand view of the surrounding 
country which could have been soon ia 
shut from our eyes. This mountain road 
is a monument to its buildera, being .,as 
level as a floor and of magnincont bed. 
It will be remembered that this is tho 
road built witii funds furniahod by tho 
Imperial government to enable access to

of that district. It was built by Gus 
Wright and in those early days coat an 
enormous sum. it ia little used now, ex- 
cept for pleaauro or by tho reaidontB on 
tho opposite aide of the mountain. Our 
horaea are turned round, and we start full 
trot down tho road with our drivor'a No. 
9 boot firmly braced against the brake. 
Generally those using tho road carry an 
axe and at the summit cut a tree which is 
attached to the vehicle. Thia onablea the 
teams to descend at a good pace with 
little danger, as it furnishes weight for the 
horses to pull. It is a most exciting ride, 
and as wo away almost over tho olifl, an 
uneasy aoiiaation of danger makes us ro- 
monatrato with the driver, but ho only 
laughs iiiul gives tho lazy horao a cut with 
the whip. Tho two miles down to our 
[)icuicktng ground are soon covered and 
wo alight with a feeling of great pleasure 
and somewhat of relief. Tho drive home 
during the cool of the evening was also a 
charmi:ig one, aud we dash up Clinton'ii 
struct at a fair trot, feeling that we liavo 
spent a thoroughly iiap|)y and healthy day 
of recreation and pleaauro.

'I'lic Investigation. 

Tho otlicial irivestigWion into the ro- 
cent collision was continued yesterday. 

Hon. John Robaoii, sworn — Waa u pas- 
senger on the Rithet; was standing aft of 
tho ladiea' cabin, close by tho fligatafl'; I 
stepped on one aide and saw tho Euter- 
priae coining down; she waa 30U or -iOO 
yards away, and waa coming in a straight 
course; our boat sounded oiin whiatle aud 
the Enterprise anawored; I saw her change 
her course, aa if to run across our bowa; 
saw she seemed to act mnat strauL'oly, and 
immediately' bei;an to cut away ilii> lar.li- 
inga of tho lifu buoy; whun 1 saw that 
tho accident waa inevitable I braced my- 
self ready for a shook, and there waa 
none — felt like going through rotten ice; 
could not see it all from aft; 1 was behind 
tho cabin; alio uiust have changed her 
courao again aa wo had run in the port 
flhouklor; do not know tho causo of change, 
but aunpose it waa in obedience to tho 
aignal; the l'i,itliet may havo also changed; 
I said to ii paaaengor the only thing tho 
llithot coulil <lo waa to run stern on, aa it 
was impossible lo avoid a collision; niy 
impreaaioii ia wo were a (|ii:Lrter of a mile 
from shore; twoniy minutes aftor the ac- 
cident, but cannot aay haw far wu were at 
tho time of tho accident; immediately 
after thu ci>lliaion I went forward; did not 
ace the mate who was disabled; it was 
practicuble to get from tho Enterprise to 
the Rithot; saw hulios taktMi in boatj; 
several puraona did come from the Enter- 
prise to the Uithet, and it waa po.saiblo to 
go back over tho wreckage, iia our bow 
had run into tho niiJdK; of the Eiitor- 
prise; started to go myself for a lady who 
was still on board; did not see anyone go 
that way; about this time saw Mr. Alex- 
ander on the hurricane deok clearing a 
boat, and called to him; did not nutieo 
the euptaiu cf thu ICiiterin-iao then at all; 
I waa not in a position to see if there 
were any ollicor.s looking after or giving 
orders; all waa confusion; did not sou a 
Boaman go overboard, but saw Bishop and 
a waiter bringing people round; Bishop 
seemed very active; did not hear any 
Con veraatiuii between the t wo oaptaina; 
aaw Ca[itani Ivn.Jliii going :\\\:iy in a small 
boat; no duo Heeiiied to have c.iniiiiaiid ; I 
know there woro a number of men at tho 
boata; do not ku iw who thoy wore; I 
should say we witre locked tea or fifteen 
iniiiultia; heard no complaint about life- 
preaervurs; only saw one lioat leaking. 

James Lonk, water-tender on tho 
Rithet: At tho time of tho collision I 
ran aft when 1 saw the steamofs ivero go- 
ing to strike; I aaw tho Enterprise when 
she came around the point; she was half 
a mile away; she was coming right straight 
for us; I saw the Enterprise tako a sheer; 
we blow niio whistle; I did not notice wiio 
was in the wheol-hduse; I went down in 
tho hold of the Rithot forward to .'lee if 
she was making water; found evurythiiii; 
all right below; I reported thia to Chief 
McCarthy; there was eonsiderablu wreck- 
age on the llithet'a bow; the first time I 
saw Captain Rudlin he was on ths Rilh- 
et's deck, throe or four minutes after tho 
c dliaion; I kept watch of the hold, to sse 
that wo made no water; saw the mate of 
the Enterprise standing on tho bow of the 
Rithet; I heard tho gong ring to atop 
her; did not hear bel'a to back her, but 
know alio waa backing; a man could easi- 
ly got aboard tho Enterprise from tho 
Rithet; think they were locked together 
half an hour. 

JamcH McCarthy, sworn, deposed: Waa 
chief engineer of the Rithot; I came up 
from the cabin from lunch and waa stand- 
ing on tho port side, looking at tho En- 
terprise approaching; sho took a sheer, 
and saw wo wore bound to strike her and 
ran aft; I called, "Look out, there's go • 
ing to bo a coUiaion!" I went to the en- 
gine-room and had her atopped; did not 
hear the bells, biit heard tho exhaust; 
sho had stopped ten or twelve seconds be- 
fore the collision; she was backing after 
the colliaion, and hoard Ctiptain lludlin 
say, "Stop hor; don't back her;" I went 
below and had the pumps atartod, to see 
if she waa making any water; tho lirat 
man I saw aboard the Rithet waa tho 
mate; also Captain Rudlin, on tho deck ; 
don't know how he got there; gave a hand 
to lower tho boats; 1 saw Inaloy speakiiiL; 
to Captain Kudliii on the forwartl dock ; 
aaw a great many paasengera climb over 
between the two boats; the engineor went 
back and got all hia clothes; I saw Cap- 
tain Rudlin asaisting in lowering the 
boata; tho pilot-house was on tho Enter- 
prise; if tho Enterprise had not taken the 
sheer wo would liavo paaaed all right; 
they were dodging like two men on the 
street— ho turns out same way as you do. 

Thomas Hampton — Was deck hand on 
the Rithet; five minutes before the collis- 
ion I was in tho midship gangway; saw 
smoke of the Enterprise; anid it was the 
Westminster boat coming down; she was 
clear of our port bow and aaw her take a 
sheer, and said, "She ia going down our 
atarb'sr.:.' aide," while walking acroHS to 
Koo hei come down that side; then tho 
accident happened; I ran forward, saw 
them together, and ran back again. I 
aaw Capt. Rudlin in our forecastle head, 
ordering Iiualey not to back her; I did not 
know how ho got there; aaw sovural men 
come over the wreckaije; they could have 
got back a dozen times; wont with one of 
deck hands to lower boats to save the 
lady paasengers; hoard no ordora from 
any oliicer.s; lowered till the boats .-iiul i\ ~ 
turned to forocaatlo head ; tliiiik the boats 
wore togother twenty minutes or iiali an 
hour. 

Thomas Vincent — I was steward of the 
Rithet; wo were giving lunch; captain 
was eating; I was standing behind hia 
chair; I felt the collision; went up to 
help lower the boats; hoard pantry man 
say, "Lookout, for God's sake! wo are 
going to strike."

How He Got Awaiy from 
Dublin. 



Di'iiLiN, .luly 30. — Tho niic man who is 
likely tu loom up into the moat disgrace- 
ful prominonco in connection with the 
IMunatcr bank failure is Mr. Robert Far- 
quharaoii, tho joint manager of tho Dub- 
lin branch. It la charged that ho not only 
systematically robbed tho bank for wild 
spoculalioiia on tho London stock ex- 
change, but that ho atoud at his po.st with 
rare courage after the crash and concocted 
a acherao by which ho hoped his thefts 
might be concealed. It is certain that he 
prevented the bank of Ireland from com- 
ing to tho relief of the Jlunstor bank, 
and it is i.uw known that hu wanted to 
force tho latter institution into bank- 
ruptcy, in tho liope thttt ho would bo ap- 
puinted to the liijuidator and thus have a 
chance of continuing in work and at tho 
same time concealing his owti frauds. 
Surely a bolder schomo never entered tho 
hetid of a bank wrecker. Of course there 
waa blundering niismanugeniont of the 
bank on all aides and gruss connivance 
with Forquhorson'a frauds, or they never 
could have been executed; but ovoryaiio 
is now joining in tho huo and cry against 
Farquhareon, and attention is thua with- 
drawn from other and porliai>s equally 
guilty conspirators. It is said that some 
of thoao who nro loudest in thoir outcry 
against tho fugitive uro really in secrect 
terror leat he should bo captured and 
should bo forced to tell what ho knows 
about his accomplices. ^'or the preaont, 
however, tho whole torrent of public in- 
dignation IS turned against Farquharaon, 
and if he were brought into the city to- 
night it would require a strong force of 
constables to guard him against mob vou- 
gennee. The largest cluo to Farquharson's 
inovenionta is a statement that he escaped 
in a sailing vessel which he chartered him- 
self, nnd which sailed for Baltimore from 
a small seaport a few miles southwest of 
Cork yeaterdaj". Tho police are inveati- 
eating thia and other cluoa, but they com- 
plain of a lack of money to follow up the 
investigation, and intimate that there is 
aomo hidden influence at work to prevent 
successful pursuit. 

It is understood Farquharson took tho 
money after tho suapenaion of the Blun- 
ster JJank . Somo d iscropanciea were 
found in hia accounts on 'i'ueaday. Ho 
mado light of them and promised a full 
ezplanatioQ on ths next day, but 
ho immediotely disappeared. He had 
been in tho service of tho bank 
fur twelve years. Tho alinoat crazed 
ahareholdura have oH'ored a largo reward 
for his apprehension. He possibly caught 
a Baltic steainor early on Wednesday. 
The warrant of arrest is for the apoeifio 
sum of §50,000. This sum he entered as 
having boon remitted to the Union Bank 
of Loudon. The entry was a lie. Tho 
firat suspicion was when the oflioial ox- 
aminer on Tuobdiiy found a lialf-eraacd 
pencil ontiy. While talking about this 
Farquharson left tho room on a plausible 
pretext and took a cab to his house in 
Leeson park. He hurriedly took a pair 
of boots and overcoat and drove away. 
The cabman has not yet boen found. Far- 
quharson did not live extravagantly, but 
apcculated heavily. Ho was a director 
uf aovoral companies, nuttibly a distillery 
coinp.iny. He waa ongagod to marry a 
wealthy Dublin lady, named Uogerson, 
and had bought a house in Loosoii park 
fur §25,000. Tho highest coiilidenco waa 
repo.sed in him. He had been proposed 
as ollicial liquidator of tho bank. The 
reward placards doacribo him aa fortj' 
years old, five feet nine, average build, 
dark hair and whiakora, moustache slightly 
tinged with gray, fresh complexion, dark 
eyes, prominent white front teeth, walka 
with a stoop, elegantly dresaed, a native 
(jf Scotland. 'Two years ago £4,000 in 
g<dd wore stolen from the bank safe. A 
clerk named Lodge waa charged, tried 
and acquitted. Farguharsoo was the only 
other man v?ho had the safe key. There 
is no doubt now that he was the culprit, 
and tried to convict an innocent man.

The communion service of January was 
just ovtir in the church at Sugar Hollow, 
and people were vfaiting for Str. Parkas 
to give out the Lymn, but ho did not give 
it out; ho laid his book down on the tatile, 
and looked about on his church. 

He ■vas a man of simplicity iiud sin- 
cerity, fully in earnest to do his Lord's 
work, and "do it with all his might, hut he 
did sometimes feel discouraged, ilia co!i- 
gregaiiou was a mixture ot farmers and 
mechanics, for Sugar Hollow was cut 
in two by Sugar broolc, a brawling, noisy 
stream that turned the wheel of 
many a mill and manufactory, yet 
on the hills around it there was it still 
(scattered population eating their bread ia 
the full percoptiou of the primeval curse. 
Bo he had to contend with the keen brain 
and Bkeptical comment of the men who 
piqued tnemaelvcs on power to hammer 
at theological problems aa well as hot 
iron, with tho jealousy and repulsion and 
bitter feeling that has bred the oommun- 
Istlc hordes abroad and at homo; while 
perhaps he had a still harder task to 
awaken the sluggish soub of those who 
usefl their days to struggle with barren 
hillside and rocky pasture for mere food 
and clothing, and their nights to sleep the 
dull sleep of physical fatigue and mental 
vacuity. 

It seemed sometimes to Mr. Parkes that 
nothing but the trump of Ciabriel could 
arouse nis people from their sius and make 
them believe on tho Lord and follow His 
footsteps. ToKlay— no— a long time bo 
fore to-dE^, he haa mused and prayed till 
an Idea' took shape in Lis thought, and 
noTT he tras to put It in practice; yet hu 
f^lt peculiarly responsible and solemnized 
as he loolted about him and foreboded the 
success of his experiment Then there 
flashed across him, as words of Scripture 
will comeback totbehabitiinl Bible-reader, 
the noblo utterance of Gamaliel concern- 
Ing Peter and hi3 brethren when they 
stood before the counsel: "If this couu 
Bel or this work bo of men, it will como 
10 naught; but if it be of God ye lanuot 
overthrow it " So with a sense of 
strength tho minister spoke. 

"My dear friends, " he said, "3'ou all 
know' though I did not give any notiea 
to that effect, that this week is the week 
of prayer. 1 have a mind to ft.sk you to 
moke for this once a week of practice iu- 
stea'l. I think we may discover some 
things, some of the things of God, in this 
manner, that a succession of prayer-meet- 
ings would not perhaps so thoroughly re 
veal to us. Kow when I say ibis 1 don't 
mean to have you go home anil vaguely 
endeavor to walk straight in the old way; 
I want you to take 'topics, ' as tbey are 
called, lor tho prayer-meeting.s. For in- 
stance, Monday is prayer for the temper- 
vncfi work. Try all that day to be tem- 
perate in speech, in act, in ludulijrence of 
any'kind that is hurtful to you. Tho next 
day. is for Sunday -schools; go and visit 
your scholars, auch of you as are teachers, 
and try to feel that they have living souls 
to sam Wednesday is a day for fellow- 
cJ^ip meeting; we are cordially invited to 
bttend a union meeting of this sort at 
Bantam. Few of us can go twenty- 
five miles to be with our brethren there ; 
let us spend that day in cultivating our 
brethren hero; let us go and see those whq 
have been cold to us for some reason, hciJ 
up our breaches of friendship, confess 
our shortcomings one to another, and act 
as if, in our Master's words, 'all ye are 
brethren., 

"Thursdaj' Is the day to pray for the 
family relation ; let us each try to be to 
our families on that day in our measure 
what the Lord is to His family, th? 
church, remembering the word.s, '1^ atherj 
provoke not your children to anger;' 
'Husbands, love your wives, and be no^ 
bitter against them.' These are texts rarely 
cemmented upon I have noticed in oui 
conference meetings ; we are more apt t^ 
apeak of the obedience due from chil- 
Ven, andthe submission and meekness 
our wives owe us, forgetting that duties 
are always reciprocal. 

"Friday tho church is to be prayed for. 
Let us then each for himself try act 
that day just as ytB think Christ, our 
ijipreat Exemplar, would hare acted in ou< 
' places. Let us try to prove to ourselves 
and the world about us that we have not 
taken upon us His name lightly or in vain. 
Saturday is prayer-day for the heathen 
and foreign misaioas. Brethren, you 
know, and I know that there are heathea 
at our doors here; let everyone of you 
who will take that day to p-each the 
gospel to some one who does not hear it 
anywhere else. Perhaps you will liud 
■work that ye know not of lying ia yout 
midst And let us all on Saturday even- 
'ing meet here again and choo=(j somt' oua 
brother to relate his experience for ths 
week. You who are willing tv trv this 
method, please to risa " 

Everybody rose except old .^moi 
Tucker, who never stirred, though 
"Wife pulled at him and whispered to him. 
imploringly. He only shook his grizzled 
head and sat immovable. 

"Let us sing tho doxology, " said Mr. 
Parkes; and it wels sung with full farvor. 
The new idea had roused the church 
fully; it was something fixed and positive 
to do; it was the lever-point Arcliimcdca 
longed for, and each felt ready and strong 
Ite move a world 

Saturday night the church assembled 
ligain. The cheerful eagerness was gone 
fxoai their faces; they looked downcast, 
troubled, weary, as the paste, expected. 
When the box for ballots was nassed 
about, each one tore a bit of paper from 
the sheet placed in tho hymn-books for 
that purp"se, and wrote on it a name.

was kind of set bncK wiin wasnm- una uu, 
and I come acrost that part where it saya 
that the bodies of Christiana are temples 
of the Holy Ghost Well, thinks I, we'd 
ought to take care of 'em if they bo, and 
see that they're kop' clean and pkas^mt, 
like the church; and nobody can bo clean 
nor pleasant that has dyspepsy. lint, 
come to pie, I felt as though I couldn't; 
and. lo ye, 1 didn't! I eat a piece right 
against my conscience; facin' what I knew 
I ought to do, I went aud done what I 
ought not ta I tcli ye my conscience 
made music of me couskleruble, and I 
said I wouldn't never - buolt at a drinkiu' 
man no more when he slipped up. I'd 
feel for him, and help him, for I seo just 
how ii wua. So that day's practice gi\'' 
out, hut it learnt mo a good deal moro'u I 
knew before.
